'Right-to-Work' Eyed 


AUSTIN, Tex. (AP) — Texas voters should 


be given the chance to put a right-to-work 
provision in a new state constitution, Fred E. 
Gray of the Diamond Shamrock Chemical Co. 
said today. 


"I'm only pleading to let the people of Texas 


decide this issue," Gray told the Constitutional 
Convention's General Provisions Committee. 


The committee moved to the Convention Hall 


(House Chamber) to make room for the scores 
of spectators who wanted to hear the con- 
troversial topic debated. 


Health Plan Sent 


WASHINGTON (AP) — President Nixon sent 


Congress today his new national health in- 
surance plan which he said would boost federal 
spending $5.9 billion a year but could be 
financed without a tax hike. 


"I am opposed to any comprehensive health 


plan which requires new taxes," Nixon said. 
"The federal funds needed to pay for this plan 
could all be drawn from revenues that would be 
generated by the present tax structure." 


Truck Talks Continue 


WASHINGTON 
(AP)" — Government 


negotiators today resumed their efforts to end a 
strike by independent truckers that is slowly 
choking off the nation's supply of food and 
goods. 


Negotiators for the truckers rejected an offer 


Tuesday from President Nixon to end the strike 
and told their members to keep their rigs off 
the road. 


Gunmen To Get Plane 


KUWAIT (AP) — Terrorists seized the 


Japanese Embassy in Kuwait today and 
threatened to execute diplomatic hostages 
unless four terrorists holed up in Singapore get 
safe passage to Kuwait. 


The terrorists also demanded that three 


hostages held by the Singapore group be flown 
to Kuwait. The Japanese government agreed to 
the demands and said it would send a plane to 
Singapore as soon as possible. 


Jordanian Mutiny? 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) — King Hussein 


postponed a visit to the United States and re- 
turned from London to Amman Tuesday night 
to quell a mutiny in the Jordanian army, trav- 
elers arriving in Beirut reported today. 


The travelers said foreign newsmen in the 


Jordanian capital had been prohibited from 
sending reports about the mutiny. 
Hearst Girl Searched For 


BERKELEY, Calif. (AP) - Police report 


some progress in the nationwide search for kid- 
naped newspaper heiress Patricia Hearst. Her 
father, Randolph A. Hearst, president and 
editor of the San Francisco Examiner, said 
Tuesday if she is released the family will not 
seek to imprison her abductors. The 19-year-old 
granddaughter of the late William Randolph 
Hearst, founder of the Hearst newspaper and 
magazine publishing empire, was kidnaped 
from her Berkeley apartment Monday night. 
Commission Eyes 
Offer of Theater 


Mayor Sue Youngblood reported to the 


Corsicana City Commission Tuesday on the 
results of a committee meeting held to study 
the possibility of using the Ideal Theatre as a 
city auditorium. No action was taken. 


Mayor Youngblood said the committee- 


composed of the Mayor, Comm. Geral Nichols, 
City Manager Dick Ballenger and Walter 
Erwin, local real estate dealer—met with the 
theater's owner on Jan. 17 to inspect the 
property. 


Jack Humphries, who owns the 
Ideal 


Theatre, has said he will donate it to the city for 
use as a city auditorium. Mayor Youngblood 
said he also indicated he will donate $1,000 in 
"money and time" to the city if the offer is 
accepted. 


THE MAYOR said she is convinced the 


building is "structurally sound," but made no 
comment concerning whether or not the city 
should accept it. She said Erwin feels the city 
should accept the offer. 


Comm. Nichols said he has contacted various 


local individuals involved in theater produc- 
tions who do not feel they are interested in 
"tackling such a project" at this time. He said 
they apparently believe too much money will 
be needed to convert the existing structure into 
a satisfactory city auditorium. 


Comm. Nichols said he has heard renovation 


figures as high as $250,000 in connection with 
converting the building into a city auditorium. 


Comm. P. D. Fullwood said he prefers to 


study the offer a little longer rather than make 
a "rash decision." He said he hopes interested 
citizens will form a committee to analyze the 
situation and possibly make recommendations 
to the commission. 


Ballenger said there is a need for such an 


auditorium, but he prefers to remain neutral on 
the issue at this time. He said if forced to vote 
on it, he would probably favor accepting the 
offer. 


Comm. Bob Scott said he prefers to further 


study the offer because he does not want the 
city to get stuck with a poor investment. He 
noted there are "many things" the city can do 
with its money that probably outrank a city 
auditorium in importance.

Handling of Live Oak 
Work Is Questioned

missioner who is running for 
reelection and a Corsicana 
resident who is running for a 
spot 
on 
the 
commission 


disagreed 
Tuesday 
over 


whether the graveling of a 
section of Live Oak was handled 
in a regular manner. 


The 
incumbent, 
Gerald 


Nichols, said Tuesday he feels 
persons who have paid for 
street work are entitled to it, 
even if the necessary main- 
tenance has been neglected for 
18 years. He said that was the 
case with the street in question 


August Wendorf, 2115 West, 


Fifth Ave., the candidate for the 
commission, 
told the 
com- 


mission that he believes recent 
maintenance on Live Oak may 
have 
been handled 
in an 


irregular manner. 


WENDORF also told The 


Daily Sun after the meeting that 
Nichols' mother lives on the 
street. The woman, Mrs. T. W. 
Nichols, confirmed Wednesday 
that she lives at 1104 Live Oak, 
which is between North 19th and 
North 21 ¥2, the section which 
was discussed Tuesday. 


Wendorf said Tuesday that 


that section of Live Oak is just 
"two blocks of gravel that won't 
drain" because of poor main- 
tenance. 


NICHOLS said persons who 


live on Live Oak St. paid to have 
it graveled 18 years ago, but it 
has 
received 
little 
or no 


maintenance during that time. 
He said the street soon became 
a "mudhole" and series of 
"potholes." 


Wendorf said that although 


the street has been recently 
graveled, he feels the amount of 
work represents 
more than 


regular maintenance. 


Wendorf also said he believes 


the work may have been done as 
a special advantage to the 
residents 
on 
Live 
Oak, 


especially 
since 
the . main- 


tenance has never been brought 
up in a public meeting. He said 
he thinks this type of ex- 
penditure 
should be 
made 


public. 


City Manager Dick Ballenger 


said work recently done on Live 
Oak, mainly graveling, has 
been needed for a long time. He 
said he sent Larry DeMoss, the 
city's street superintendent, to 
"fix" the street. 
Policemen Suspended 
After Rape Complaint 


HOUSTON (AP) — Police 


Chief Carrol M. Lynn said 
Tuesday night two Houston pa- 
trolmen, including the son of 
the Harris County sheriff, have 
been relieved of duty after a 
woman complained she was 
beaten and raped by the two. 


Lynn identified the officers as 


Jack Heard Jr. and Wayne 
Jones. Heard's father is Sheriff 
Jack Heard. 


No criminal charges have 


been filed against the two men. 
They were not available for 
comment Tuesday night. 


Lynn said

were to report to him today. 


BALLENGER said it has not 


been his policy to come to the 
commission with every repair 
job needed on city streets.

Richardson, who, along with 
her husband, owns property in 
Rice, pointed out Cavender's 
statement in the newspaper. 
She asked if the city council had 
held a closed session to plan the 
budget. 


CAVENDER said no, he was 


simply presenting a proposed 
budget to the council for con- 
sideration. 
The 
councilmen 


present indicated they had not 
previously 
discussed 
the 


budget. 


The budget presented 
by 


Cavender calls for an ex- 
penditure of $11,512 during 1974. 
Anticipated 
revenue-sharing 


funds for the year were listed at 
$664. No action was taken 
concerning adoption of 
the 


budget. 


Cavender 
also 
read 
an 


unaudited 
city 
financial 


statement 
for 
1973. 
The 


statement revealed that the 
city's total expenditure for 1973 
was $1,862 out of a total of 
$13,374 available that year. 


EARLY in the meeting, Mrs. 


Violet Doster — an outspoken 
opponent 
of 
Rice's 
city 


government — asked to check 
the tax books to see if any 
changes had been made since 
the last tax equalization board 
meeting on Dec. 19. "I have a 
statement of a man I trust that 
the tax values have been 
tampered with since the board 
of equalization met," she said. 
She didn't reveal the 
in- 


formant's name. 


Asked today if he knows 


whether the tax books have 
been tampered with, Mayor 
Cavender said, "No sir, I'm 
sure they have not been." 


Grady McCall, chairman of 


the Rice Tax Board, was asked 
the same question, and he 


City Gives County Fire 
Protection for 30 Days

Corsicana's Fire Department 


will be providing fire protection 
outside the city limits for at 
least 30 days — as a result of a 
request to that effect by a local 
businessman. 


The Corsicana City Com- 


mission agreed Tuesday to 
.grant a "30-day grace period" 
on the city's expired contract 
with the county to provide fire 
protection outside city limits. 


Jerry A. Travis, Route 1, 


appeared 
before 
the 
com- 


mission to ask for the 30-day 
extension of fire service. He 
said he believes the problem 
can be solved, but citizens 
outside city limits should not be 
without protection from fire 
during the interim. 


THE CITY'S contract with 


the county to fight fires outside 
city limits expired at 12 a.m. 
Thursday. The contract was not 
renewed because the city and 
county could not agree on how 
much the county would pay for 
the service. 


The city asked for $1,000 a 


month, but the county offered 
$1,200 annually. 


Following a joint meeting of 


the city council and Navarro 
County Commissioners' Court 
in which the $1,200 offer was 
made, the city commission 
rejected the county's offer. 


County Comm. Arlon Sim- 


mons said he believed the 
county offered as much as its 
budget would allow. 


City Manager Dick Ballenger 


said 
such 
a 
figure 
made 


providing 
the 
service 
an 


economic 
impossibility 
for 


Corsicana. 


TRAVIS, who operates a local 


printing 
business, 
told 
the 


commissioners 
Tuesday 
he 


feels the city is "within its 
rights" to request $1,000 a 
month for the fire protection. 


Travis said he personally 


studied the city's cost to provide 
fire service outside city limits 
and is convinced that figure 
represents 
a 
"bargain." 


Although he thinks the city's 
request is justified, Travis said 
he cannot place a monetary 
value on a life that might be lost 
due to lack of fire protection. 


Comm. Geral Nichols said the 


city has not turned a "deaf ear" 
to discussion of the problem, but 
most citizens are unaware of 
the expense involved. He noted 
the city's fire equipment must 
be 
continually updated 
to 


provide effective service and 
maintain favorable insurance 
ratings. 


COMM. NICHOLS said he 


hopes 
citizens 
will 
"bring 


pressure on the county" to 
further consider the problem. 


Comm. 
P. 
D. Fullwood 


agreed, adding there is need for 
more citizen opinion in the 
matter. He said the problem 
may be bigger than many 
persons realize, and people 
need to "get 
together" 
to 


discuss it. 


Travis said he hopes to 


organize a county-wide meeting 
of some description to discuss 
the fire service problem. He 
said he has already contacted 
"numerous persons" who have 
agreed to work with him in 
pressing for a solution. 


replied, "I wouldn't want to 
comment on that until there's 
definite proof." 


Mrs. Doster indicated to this 


reporter that she thinks the 
books were tampered with by 
someone not on the tax board. 


CAVENDER refused to get 


out the tax book during the 
early part 
of 
the 
council 


meeting because Mrs. Doster's 
request was not on the agenda. 


Mrs. Doster said she hadn't 


contacted the mayor about the 
matter 
before 
the 
council 


meeting because she "didn't 
want the books tampered with 
before this was brought up in 
front of the public." 


Later 
in 
the 
meeting, 


Cavender went into a separate 
room of the bank (the Rice City 
Council meets in the Rice First 
State Bank, of which Cavender 
is president) 
and returned 


several minutes with the tax 
book. 


Mrs. Doster examined the 


book and asked about the 
evaluation of several pieces of 
property, particularly property 
owned by James E. Fortson. 
When Mrs. Doster asked why 
her evaluation was higher than 
Fortson's, 
Fortson 
said he 


would gladly trade property 
with Mrs. Doster. 


FORTSON said no tax values 


have been changed for his 
property "and none requested." 
He added that all of his taxes 
have been paid. 


Mrs. Doster has previously 


told The Daily Sun that her 
property is valued at $1,000 per 
lot, while surrounding property 
is $500. She said her property 
was valued at $1,450 a lot until 
the last tax equalization board 
meeting, at which time it was 
lowered to $1,000. 


"I've had so much friction 


right here in Rice this past year, 
my life's been made a living 
hell," Mrs. Doster said. As in 
the past, she inferred that the 
city government- of Rice is in- 
fluenced by the Fortsons, who 
own a considerable amount of 
property there and, according 
to Mrs. Doster, a large interest 
in the bank. She said the city 
council should meet somewhere 
other than the bank, even if "in 
a tent." 


THE 
SCHUTTES 
also 


complained 
about 
taxing 


procedures in Rice. Mr. Schutte 
said he wasn't given proper 
notice that his tax evaluation 
was raised in 1973. He said he 
should have been given an 
opportunity to appear before 
the tax 
equalization board 


before the values of his property 
were raised, but he did not know 
the evaluation was raised until 
he received his tax statement. 


Schutte also referred to a 


quote by Cavender in The Daily 
Sun on Dec. 20, and asked for an 
apology from Cavender, which 
Cavender made at the council 
meeting. The quote read, "So 
far, he (Schutte) and these 
others hollering about taxes are 
the ones that haven't" paid. 


Following a review of the 


proposed 
budget, 
Schutte 


presented a petition which he 
said contained 59 signatures. 
The petition listed six "needs" 
of Rice and the order of im- 
portance they were given by 
local taxpayers. 


SCHUTTE SAID the .first 


priority listed by most was "an 
audit of the City of Rice records 
by a licensed certified public 
accountant and published in the 
Corsicana paper." 


The petition listed "clean out 


the ditches and repair streets" 
as a second priority. Running a 
close race for third priority 
were 
"have 
the 
railroad 


crossing repaired and have a 
crossing light installed," and 
"clean up the junk yards, rat 
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nests, 
mosquito dens 
and 


wildernesses." 


Listed as least important 


were "lease a building with a 
concrete vault for $600 per year 
for a city hall and fire station" 
or "build a new city hall and fire 
station." 


NO 
ACTION 
was 
taken 


concerning the petition. 


Mrs. Schutte said she con- 


tacted a certified public ac- 
countant who said he would 
audit Rice's records for $400 to 
$500. 


Mayor Cavender indicated 


the council may consider a local 
individual for the audit work. 


When Mrs. Schutte asked for 


a copy of the city bylaws, she 
was informed by a member of 
the council that the bylaws were 
adopted in 1912. She was told by 
Cavender that many of the city 
records — kept in the bank — 
were lost when the bank burned 
a number years ago. 


Cavender said Rice operates 


under the rules of general rule 
cities. 


During a discussion of fire 


protection needs in Rice, the 
council appointed Rufus Ribble 
as city fire marshal. In ac- 
cepting the appointment, Ribble 
said, "We'll have to have the 
cooperation of the people. I 
believe in fighting a fire before 
it gets started." This can be 
done 
by 
eliminating 
fire 


hazards in the town, he said. 


CAVENDER SAID he has 


located some used fire hoses 
which the city may consider 
purchasing. He noted that $4,000 
is set aside in his proposed 1974 
budget for the operation of a fire 
department. 


Schutte asked if the city's fire 


truck will operate off of fire 
plugs, and was told by Cavender 


that it does not. 


Cavender and Ribble said the 


purpose of the fire plugs in Rice 
is to fill the water tank on the 
truck while fighting a fire. 
Cavender also pointed out that 
purchasing additional fire hoses 
will give the capability of 
running water into the truck as 
water is being pumped from the 
truck to fight a fire. 


CONCERNING the possibility 


of building a city hall, Cavender 
said he has received a second 
cost estimate of such a project. 


In other business, the council 


appointed G.H. Ware as election 
judge of the April 6 city election 
and appointed Mrs. M. E. 
Cummings as his assistant. 


Ware is presently a Rice City 


Councilman 
and, 
as 
such, 


Schutte 
questioned 
Ware's 


qualifications to serve on the 
tax board. 


Cavender indicated he ex- 


pects Ware to be qualified as an 
election judge by the time of the 
election, saying "if he resigns, 
he will be." 


WARE WAS the only coun- 


cilman not present 
at the 


Tuesday meeting. 


March 5 was set as the filing 


deadline for the election.

Bradley were sworn in by 
Cavender as the city's new 
appointments 
to 
the

board.

Mahaley, another of the city's 
appointments to the board, was 
not present at the meeting, and 
Cavender said he will be sworn 
in at a later date.

Nixon Asking Most 
Price Controls Ended 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


Nixon administration told Con- 
gress today it intends to re- 
move all mandatory wage and 
price controls after April 30 — 
except for the health and petro- 
leum sections of the economy. 


If Congress agrees, it would 


mean the bulk of the U.S. econ- 
omy would be functioning con- 
trol free for the first time since 
August of 1971. 


Authority for present Phase 4 


controls expires April 30. 


Cost of Living Council Direc- 


tor John T. Dunlop, who out- 
lined the administration plans, 
said consumers could expect 
some additional increase in 
prices as a result of lifting of 
controls. 


He said this would result 


from 
realignment 
of 
some 


prices that have been held 
down; the removal of built-in 
delays on price increases by 
big companies, and testing of 


the market by some companies 
to see how high they can raise 
prices. 


Dunlop implied present con- 


trols had outlived their useful- 
ness despite the prospect of 
continuing inflation. 


"Under the economic condi- 


tions anticipated in the year 
ahead," he told the Senate 
Banking Committee's subcom- 
mittee on production and stabi- 
lization, "the problems created 
by a full program of mandatory 
wage and price controls out- 
weigh the contributions such 
controls can make to price sta- 
bility." 


Dunlop 
said 
the 
council 


planned to continue its gradual 
decontrol of the economy be- 
fore April 30 and would contin- 
ue seeking commitments for 
price restraints and other in- 
flation-reducing actions from 
industries in exchange for de- 
control during this period. 


Have Gas, Will Travel

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NEW YORK (AP) — Some 


oil companies are cutting back 
on credit extended to motorists 
because the companies don't 
need the business anymore. 


These days of gasoline short- 


ages and long lines at the serv- 
ice station have also brought 
high profits to the oil com- 
panies. And the high profits 
and assured sales of all the 
gasoline they can produce have 
prompted some companies to 
stop promoting their own credit 
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cards or to tighten up on credit 
requirements. 


Other firms have stopped 


credit arrangements with other 
oil companies, or with banks 
and corporations which offer 
all-purpose travel cards. 


Not all oil companies are tak- 


ing this route. Some of the larg- 
est oil firms say there's been 
no change in their credit prac- 
tices. 


"We just don't need to go 


after the costly customer with 
credit," said Bob Jenkins, head 
of marketing services for the 
Continental Oil Co., which re- 
tails gasoline under the Conoco 
sign. "The need for expanding 
credit business no longer ex- 
ists." 


Jenkins said Continental had 


"substantially slowed down its 
credit card activity" because of 
gasoline supply restrictions and 
government regulations which 
prevent a "pass-through" to 
customers in the cost of doing 
business. 


Mobil Oil, the nation's second 


largest oil producer, is still ac- 
cepting new accounts, but is 
tightening the criteria, said a 
spokesman. "We only want the 
really good accounts," he said. 


Gulf Oil, which has never de- 


veloped a broad credit pro- 
gram, is "going to look at the 
cards a little bit harder than 
before," a spokesman said. In 
contrast a spokesman for Ex- 
xon Corp., the nation's biggest 


oil firm, said there had been no 
change in policy. 


"We're not discouraging the 


use of credit cards," the Exxon 
official said. "Other cards are 
still acceptable." 


For many firms it seems the 


first step in cutting back on 
credit is termination of ex- 
changes with credit companies 


or other oil firms. 


Starting Jan. 11, Marathon 


Oil Co. no longer honored bank 
and entertainment cards such 
as BankAmericard, American 
Express, and the like. 


"First of all there are the 


cost and handling charges," a 
Marathon spokesman said. "In 
addition we've found that the 


person who uses these cards is 
a casual customer. We want to 
stretch our supplies for our 
constant clients." 


Cities Service Co., producer 


of gasoline sold under the Citgo 
label, is dropping four travel 
and bank cards as of March 31, 
a company official said. 


Brooks'Trial Delayed Indefinitely 


HOUSTON (AP) - The trial 


of David Owen Brooks, 18, ac- 
cused in four of the 27 deaths of 
teen-agers here in a bloody 
mass murder case, has been 
delayed indefinitely. 


District Court Judge William 


Hatten agreed Tuesday to con- 
tinue the case until after anoth- 
er defendant, Elmer Wayne 
Henley, 17, is tried. 


Henley is charged in six of 


the deaths of youths killed over 
a three-year period in what po- 


lice said was a homosexual 
mass murder ring. Dean A. 
Corll, 33, was the accused mas- 
termind of the ring, officers 
said. He was shot to death by 
Henley last Aug. 8 in what was 
water ruled to be self defense.

The close balloting made it 


virtually impossible to tell 
whether there was a voter re- 
action against the Nixon admin- 
istration. 


Murtha, who operates a car 


wash, said the economic issues 


facing this Appalachian region 
of soft-coal mines, truck farms 
and steel mills were the over- 
riding concerns of the voters. 


But he also acknowledged 


Watergate. 


"I know the people were very 


disgruntled with what was go- 
ing on in Washington, and I'm 
sure it helped me some," Mur- 
tha said. 


Fox, 
on the other hand, said

brought Watergate into this 
campaign," Fox said.

Court officials said the U.S. 


5th Circuit Court panel would 
render a written decision soon 
and it would probably be re- 
leased at the circuit headquar- 
ters in New Orleans.

The issue was tabled by voice 


vote in the 330-member house 
of delegates with only a few 
negative votes audible. 


The ABA named I^awrence E. 


Walsh, a Wall Street lawyer, as 
peesident-elect nominee. He 
will assume the presidency in 
August, 1975. 


Walsh, 62, is a member of a 


large New York law firm 
where he specializes in litiga- 
tion. He served as deputy head 
of the U.S. delegation to the 
Paris peace talks in 1969. 


In other action Tuesday, the

after the announcements was 
that the developments indicated 
the administration was near a 
basic position on the second 
round of the so-called SALT ne- 
gotiations. 


However, some officials at 


the State and the Arms Control 
Disarmament Agency said pri- 


vately that it might take longer 
than the two weeks.left before 
SALT II reopens to reach a 
common U.S. position. 


In fact, there is a possibility 


that one might not be achieved 
by the time Kissinger leaves 
for Moscow, these and officials 
in other involved agencies said. 


What this means is that be- 


cause of pressures, Kissinger 
and Nixon are willing to publi- 
cly express optimism about

One factor is that the Soviet 


Union wants the talks to start 
quickly after having given the 
United States a delay because 
of 
Kissinger's intense pre- 


occupation with the Middle 
East. 


Another reason suggested by 


some sources is that Nixon 
wants at least the appearance 
of movement in SALT as part 
of his effort to downplay the 
problems of the 
Watergate 


scandal. 


The sources acknowledged 


there is a gamble in all this. 


Nixon plans a summit trip to 


Moscow in 1974 but has in- 
dicated he would go only if 
serious progress 
had 
been 


made toward an accord on lim- 
iting offensive nuclear weap- 
ons. 


To go to Moscow and not be 


able to announce something sig- 
nificant in SALT, or to have to 
delay the trip because of an in- 
conclusive U.S. bargaining 
stand would be a serious set- 
back, both to his domestic 
goals and to hopes for arms 
limits. 


Tuesday's 
developments 


came in the forms of a state- 
ment by Kissinger to a reporter 
that SALT II would resume 
Feb. 19 and a joint U.S.-Soviet 
communique following talks by 
Nixon and Kissinger with Rus- 
sian Foreign Minister Andrei A.

bage, three pounds of corned 
beef, one-half pound of fat salt 
pork, one-third cup granulated 
sugar and eight hot boiled 
potatoes. Cover the corned beef 
with cold water and simmer for 
three 
and 
one-half 
hours, 


skimming the fat frequently. 
Add boiling water as often as 
necessary to keep the meat 
covered. About fifteen minutes 
before the meat is done, add the 
sugar. Allow the meat to cool in 
the same water in which it was 
boiled. 


BOIL the cabbage with the 


salt pork for fifteen minutes. 
Place the corned beef on a 
platter and arrange pieces of 
boiled cabbage and potatoes 
around it. Serve hot. Serves six.

Chairman Blake Gillen ad- 


vised the panel the committee 
will focus on four project areas 
in 1974 — maintaining liaison 
with the Corsicana State Home, 
with the City Commission, with 
Congressman Olin Teague, and 
in an area designated "Youth 
City-County Government". 


GILLEN observed the State 


Home is an important segment 
of the town and announced he 
had requested Hal Bookout and 
Paul Green to serve as liaison 
co-chairmen to see what ways 
the committee can assist the 
Home. 


Supt. Jack Anderson said he 


felt the support the Chamber 
had given over the years had 
been most helpful to the Home 
and there are ways it can help 
further. He reported the last 
legislature approved $1,500,000 
for 
student housing which 


should give the institution about 
seven more cottages to replace 
outmoded dormitories. 


"WE ARE 
under new 


leadership in Austin," Anderson 
said, referring to the recent 
appointment of Ron Jackson as 
executive director of the Texas 
Youth Council. While not a 
student at the Home as was 
noted in a news story last week, 
Supt. Anderson said Jackson's 
father was a former superin- 
tendent, and the new director 
did graduate from high school 
here. 


He said he felt the committee 


was aware of changes being 
made by the Youth Council,

GILLEN announced that the
